without  artillery  preparation  under  conditions 
Of  Bodem  polltleal  aad  oeenointo  warfaraf 

If  you  are  In  the  habit  of  reading  the  news, 
you  win  of  course  have  noticed  that  no  less  im- 
portant a  personage  than  Mr.  Speaker  Raney  of 

the  United  .States  h;i.s  declared  thai  a  .state  of 
war  exlsta  between  a  united  Surope  and  isolated 
America.  Thus  )u«t  when  a  treat  peace  con- 
ference was  on  the  evo  of  meeting  In  Washing- 
ton the  delegates  to  the  assembly  see  a  sword 
waitaf  In  theta*  facee.  Tme  the  war  is  to  Ibe  one 
of  irlts,  trade  Is  Its  objective,  and  .scaps  of  paper 
la  wo  form  of  exchange  will  be  the  oflensive  or 
doAnalT*  exploalfeB. 

Adopting  another  figure  of  speech.  President 
Kolaevelt  has  discharged  a  bomb,  which  ex- 
ploited on  the  ship  bearing  the  delegates  to  the 
conference  of  amity  and  concord.  If  the  unex- 
pected explosion  stirred  the  Latin  delegates  into 
vociferous  speech,  the  effect  on  the  British  dele- 
gate waa  different.  Mr.  MacDonald  was  stricken 
dumb,  or  more  likely  he  considered  discretion 
woald  be  the  part  of  wisdom  under  the  circum- 
stancea;  but  he  committed  himself  to  the  laconic 
statement  that  the  United  States  drop  from  gold 
conipletely  altered  the  case,  with  the  result  that 
the  solution  of  the  international  problcm.s  would 
have  to  be  attacked  from  a  different  angle. 

8o  that  the  effect  of  the  unexpyected  shock 
«pon  the  business  interests  of  the  world  is  very 
miKh  like  the  effect  produced  In  the  stock  ex- 
changes and  in  the  marts  of  trade.  Everything 
Is  Up  in  the  air.  Por  months  and  months  every- 
thing has  been  going  down  with  a  dull  thud. 
Now  everything  Is  going  up  with  a  noise  like  a 
big' boom.  The  kmg-expeeted  reaction  has  come. 
It  would  have  come  in  any  event  without  a 
■tlaiulant  from  Washington  or  anywhere  else. 
Th#  man  of  sound  businen  Instincts  is  not  going 
to  commit  himself  to  any  comments  or  indulge 
in  any  predictions.  He  is  going  to  stand  by  and 
watch  the  progress  of  Interesting  events.  Busl- 
ne<w  Is  like  rain.  A  dry  period  is  always  followed 
by  a  downfall.  The  astute  man  of  affairs  merely 
takes  care  that  hf  iImII  aot  bt  carrM  away  1^ 
a  possible  deluge. 

With  reference  to  the  Washington  Conference, 
something  may  be  repeated  which  already  has 
been  said:  That  if  anything  of  Importance  Is 
to  be  accomplished  there  It  Is  mctt  likely  to  be 
accomplished  as  a  result  of  negotiations  between 
the  representatives  of  individual  nations  than 
as  a  reault  of  international  bickerings,  which 
umaUjr  produea

brewing  In  Oennany,  and  that  the  conteni.s  of 
the  pot  muataooner  >n  laicr  boU  over,  With  Herr 
iiitier  stirrliiff  Ibe  bubbling  mess.  The  only  point 
in  doubt  Is  a«  to  whether  a  large  part  of  Kurope 
iiiav  b<-  Involved  m  the  (  vi  rf low  m  whether  the 
outbreak  shall  be  restricted  within  the  borders  of 
Germany. 

The  principle  of  dic  tatorship  has  broken  out 
like  a  rash  kt  the  United  SUtes,  of  all  the  places 
In  the  world.  Hie  President  has  become  a  dic- 
tator, .iiid  Cniii^re's  .vfand.s  meekly  by.  possibly 
waiting,  like  Uie  rest  of  us,  t^  see  what  may  hap- 
pen. The  Aurrteaa  dietator  haa  dtelarod  that 
United  .statM  crodH  abroad  .sh.iM  no  loager  be 
supported  by  |old,  and  Is  said  to  be  eooildering 
tha  quaatkMi  of  debasement  of  the  currency 
Plans  for  the  inflation  of  bu.slnt  .ss  ever  there  are 
almost  as  numerous  as  corresponding  schemes 
in  RiiMla.  There  Is  the  Farm  Board,  which  has 
been  created  for  the  purpose  of  n.xini^  :uid  main- 
taining the  prices  of  agricultural  products.  We 
already  have  dlaeoand  the  plan  of  tha  Labor 
Department  for  limiting  hnuns  of  labor  and  re- 
stricting the  output  of  certain  industries. 

None  of  these  thhici  are  consonant  with  the 
basic  principles  of  democracy,  nor  are  they  in 
harmony  with  the  Interests  of  the  consumer. 
Statesmen  and  men  of  business  experience  shake 
their  head.s  In  deprecation  and  wonder  v.-hat  the 
upshot  will  be.  There  is  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that 
a  Praaidant  who  waa  eiaetad  upon  a  Democratic 
platform  is  engaged  in  some  rash  experiments 
which  the  Fathers  of  the  Republic,  If  they  hap- 
pen to  be  lookinc  down  tnm  Hm  roalan  of  bUss, 
will  view  with  AODnhanaiaa.

Under  Licence  —  Can  Be 
Done  Profitably 


OTTAWA.  April  21  (CP).— ThS 
embargo  agaln.st  the  export  of  gold 

from  Canada,  except  under  licence, 
i.s  .still  in  lorce,  it  was  explained  by 
Hon.  K.  M  Rhodes,  Minister  ol 
Finance,  today.  The  gold  referred 
to  In  a  Montreal  dLsfKiich  as  being 
shipped  to  Great  Britain  is  gold 
held  by  the  banks. 

From  time  to  time  the  banks  are 

granted  licence  to  export  gold,  but  In 

the  pa.>t  it  has  goup  to  New  York, 
nie  destination  is  not  specilic  In  the 
licence,  so  it  might  be  shipped  to 
London,  If  that  would  prove  more 
advantageous. 

It  la  now  nore  profltabla  to  ship 
the  gold  to  London  and  convert  it 

Into  United  States  funds  there,  it 
was  suggested  by  financiers.  Most 
of  the  gold  produced  in  Canada  Is 
shipped  out  almost  a.s  soon  as  re- 
fined through  licences,  care  Ijeing 
taken  that  it  cocs  to  meet  interest 
and  other  public  charges.  The 
amount  of  gold  actually  held  in  re- 
.serve  in  Canada  changas  little  from 
month  to  month.  , 
SHIPPED  TO  LONDON 
MONTREAL.  April  21  <APi  — 
Nearly  $5,000,000  in  specie  was 
shipped  to  the  gold  narkat  In  Lon- 
don today. 

The  ffcdd,  undarstood  to  have  been 
produced  In  Canada,  was  shipped 
to  England  in  the  steamship  Mont- 
clare  and  the  frelgliter  Boaverburn. 
It  was  exported  in  the  name  of  the 
Canadian  Bank,  acting  as  agent 

While  information  respecting  the 
shipment  was  meagre,  reports  in  the 
Montreal  financial  district  were  that 
the  action  of  United  States  in  going 
off  the  gold  standuxl  had  made  it 
profitable  to  nurket  bullion  in  Lon 
don  and  Paris.
